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A&P Store Closing After 69 Years 


When the manager of the A&P Grocery Store 
locks its doors at 6 p.m. on Saturday, January 27, 
Grayling will lose a grocery business that has 
served residents of the Crawford County area for 
nearly 70 years. 

According to lifetime resident Devere 
Dawson, whose father was the store's manager 
froin 1928-1952, the A&P Store operied for 
business In 1921 on the corner of Cedar and Ot- 


tawa streets where the GTE Central Office is 
now located. Dawson said the store moved twice 
before finally moving to its current location In 
1963. 

Dawson said the store moved from the old 
Minnie Hartley bultding to Michigan Avenue 
where Dawson's ts row located in about 1927 and 
then again in about (9388 to th: corner of 
Michigan Avenue and Cedar Street. the current 


New Commissioner Chairman 
Predicts Money Crunch for 1990 


Robert McLachlan addressed his fetlow com- 
missioners at the board's first meeting of the 
new year, his first meeting since being elected 
chairman of the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, and projected difficult) times 
ahead for 1990. 

“One of the important tasks before us this 
year,’ stated Mclachlan, ‘is that we have to 
send a message to all department heads and 
listen to it ourselves that ‘‘We don't have the 
money!"' Places where there used to be an extra 
$100 are not there any more,’ he said, 
‘They're gone, a thing of the past.” 

One way Mclachlan suggested that com- 
missioners could save money was to Ilmit the 
number of spectal meetings they call to conduct 
their business. 

‘We have a lot of problems ahead," he said. 
‘We are going to he in a censtts year which Is 
important to our financial future: the next 16 
years.” Mclachlan said Crawford County was 
Ina‘‘worldofhurt’’  dutlng the last 10 years 
because of an inaccurate census count {n 1980. 

“It's our jobs to get the message to everybody 
we can talk to, to be counted and to make sure 
their neighbors are counted too,"' he sald.

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Disposable Diapers Becoming 
Problems That Don’t Go Away 


For parents who 
switched from cloth 
diapers to disposable 
diapers, the throw-a- 
way diapers seemed 
almost teo good to be 
true. 

Now, however, many 
people across the coun- 
try are finding out the 
problems associated 
with disposable 
diapers, says Shari Ax- 
ford, owner with her 
husband Bill of Sweet 
Bottom Diaper Ser- 
vice, of Gaylord. 

Each year about 18 
billion disposable 
diapers are discarded 
in the U.S. 

These diapers amount 
to 4 million — tons 
causing $300,000,000 in 
disposal charges to 
taxpayers. Disposal 
diapers, originally in- 
tended as a convenien- 
ce for travel or oc- 
casional use, now ac- 
count for 85 percent of 
all diaper changes in 
the U.S. according to 
Carl Lehrburger in 
‘Diapers in the Waste 
Stream.”’ ‘Not only is 


She says some 
critics of disposable 
diapers claim these 
untreated wastes 
Spread viruses. 

Out in Nebraska, the 
state legislature ban- 
ned the sale of non- 
degradable disposable 
diapers by Oct. 1, 1993, 
making it the first 
state to ban non- 
degradable disposable 
diapers. 

Axford’s Sweet Bot- 
tom Diaper Service is 
one of many services 
in the state promoting 
the use of cloth diapers 
as an ecologically and 
economically sound 
alternative to 
disposable diapers. 

Using cloth diapers 
could cut a large 
amount out of the 
waste stream and it 
encourages the idea of 
recycling as opposed to 
single-use products. 
The cloth diapers also 
come from a 
renewable resource 
rather than a _non- 
renewable source like 
the plastic disposable 


$1,716. 

A cotton diaper ser- 
vice would cost $1170 
over the same length of 
time. Parents who buy 
and wash their own 
cotton diapers would 
pay about $290 over 
that length of time. 

Axford’s service is a 
relatively new 
business covering Ot- 
sego, Montmorency, 
and Crawford Coun- 
ties. The service offers 
pick-up and cleaning of 
cotton diapers. A 
deodorized air-tight 


hamper is provided for 
storage of soiled 
diapers until pick-up. 

Shari Axford works 
full-time as the 
assistant manager at 
Alpine Food Center 
and Bill Axford is a full 
time farmer. They 
started their Sweet 
Bottom Diaper Service 
in addition to their full- 
time jobs in November 
of 1989. More infor-

But all in all, the ‘‘state of the 
state’ and all it implies usually 
receive a rather blah reception 
with the people. This year was no 
exception.

NOT THAT THE SPEECH was 
bereft of content. The governor 
called for several state programs, 
most of which would cost money in 
one way or another. Of course, the 
obligatory political promise of no 
new taxes also was included. How 
the two positions mesh is open to 
question. 

Here are some of Gov. Blan- 
chard’s ideas: 

-- A state-funded health care 
program for poor children costing 
about $13 million the firat year, 
twice as much the second year. 

-- More state police troopers in 
the metro Detroit area; also, a 4.2 
million grant program to put cops 
on the streets in drug-infested 
neighborhoods. Neighborhood 
associations and cities could apply 
for the grants. 

-- Some $9 million to treat crack- 
addicted welfare mothers, and for 
drug treatment centers.

their flesh, the Walleye 
is also the largest 
member of the Perch 


family, obtaining a 
maximum weight of 25— 
pounds. 
Saugers generally 
are much smaller than 
Walleyes and are 
lighter colored. ;

do not seem to be as: 
common as Walleyes. : 
This may be due to ad-’ 
vances in the:

coloration, a good field 
mark for. 
distinguishing between 
the two species is a 
small white spot found 
at the tip of the lower 
lobe of the tail on 
Wailleyes but absent in 
Saugers.
